TREATY  WITH  THE  INDI  YNS. 

Our  correspondent  at  St.  Mary’s  has 
furnished  us  with  the  following  hasty 
sketch  of  the  treaties  concluded  with 
the  Indians  by  our  commissioners.  The 
treaties  were  signed  on  the  6th  instant. 
By  these  treaties  the  United  States  have 
secured  mov£  than  seven  millions  of  a- 
cres  of  land. 

We  learn  from  our  correspondent  that 
the  Miamics  manifested  a great  deal  of 
duplicity  in  their  negotiations. 

fo  the  states  of  Ohio  and  Indiana 
these  acquisitions  are  of  immense  impor- 
tance. In  a few  years  these  almost  in- 
terminable forests  will  be  converted  into 
flourishing  towns  and  villages  and  culti- 
vated farms  ; the  silent,  footsteps  ofthe 
savage  will  give  way  to  the  resounding 
of  the  axe,  the  din  of  industry,  and  the 
bustle  of  commercial  enterprise. 

REVISION  OF  THE  TREATY 
OF  1817. 

Additional  reserves  by  the  Wvandotts 
at  Upper  Sandusky  ; on  the  north  side 
between  the  Cherokee  Boys’  reserve 
and  the  12  miles  640  acres,  connecting 
the  two;  and  on  the  east  side  of  the  12 
miles,  55,580  acres. 

To  the  Wyandop,,  residing  at  Solo- 
mons town,  16,000  acres  to  centr  at 
Big  Spring,  between  Upper  Sanousky 
and  Fort  Findlay,  and  160  a.  res,  lower 
side  Mrs.  Whitaker’s  reserve  at  Lower 
Sandusky,  reserved  for  a ferry  or  cross- 
ing place  for  the  Indians. 

To  the  Shawanoes  on  the  cast  side  of 
the  former  reserve  at  Wupakanetto, 
12,800  acres. 

To  the  Shawanoes  and  Senecas  oti  the 
west  side  of  Lewis’  reserve  of  7 miles, 
8960  acres;  all  to  be  equally  divided 
east  and  west, the  norto  half  for  the  Sen- 
ecas, and  the  south  half  for  the  Shawa- 
noes. 

To  the  Seneca  Indians  adjoining  south 
of  their  reserve  of  1817  on  each  side 
Sandusky  river,  10,000  acres. 

Additional  Annuities To  the  Wy- 

andotts,  500  dollars;  Shawanoes  and 
Senecas  of  Lewis’  town,  1000  dollars; 
Senecas  on  Sandusky  river  500  dollars* 
Ottaways,  1,500  dollars;  perpetually,  to 
be  paid  annually.  All,  together  with 
annuities  hereretofore  granted,  payable 
in  specie. 

TREATY  OF  1818. 

The  Pottawattamies  cede  from  the 
mouth  of  Tippecanoe  river  up  the  same 
to  a point  that  will  be  25  miles  from  the 
Wabash  on  a direct  line;  thence  paral- 
lel with  the  general  course  ofthe  Wa- 
bash to  the  Vermillion  river,  down  the 
same  to  the  Wabash,  tl.enre  down  the 
V abash  to  the  place  ofbeginning  (sup- 
posed to  be  50  or  60  miles,)  all  tneir  ti- 
tle south  ofthe  Wabash,  for  which  they 
are  to  receive  R2,500  in  specie,  annually 
forever,  to  be  paid  equally  at  Detroit 
and  Chicago;  also  all  annuities  therefor 
gianteii,  to  be  paid  in  specie. 

Grants  to  the  following  persons,  half 
bloods;  James,  John,  Isaac,  Jacob  and 
Abraham  Burnet,  two  sections  of  land 
each  ;.and  to  Rebecca  and  Nancv  Bur- 
vet,  one  section  each — half  of  the  same 
on  the  lower  side  of  the  mouth  of  Tip- 
pecanoe l iver,- on  W abash,  and  the  otner 
half  on  Flint  river. 

640  acres  to  Peerish,a  Pottawattamie 
chief,  on  Flint  river,  at  his  residence. 

640  acres  to  Mary  Chattalie,  on  Wa- 
bash, below  the  mouth  of  Fine  river. 

The  Wens  cede  thei;-  whole  interest 
in  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois — Reserva- 
tion of  7 miles  square,  on  Wabash,  a- 
bove  the  mouth  of  Raccoon  creek.  The 
United  States  to  pay  them  a perpetual 
annuity  of  I 150  dollars,  which,  added  to 
annuities  heretofore,  makes  3000  doliais 
annually,  all  payable  in  specie. 

The  Delawares  cede  all  their  claim 
in  Indiana,  on  White  river.  The  Unit- 
ed States  to  furnish  them  Janes  to  set- 
tle on  west  of  the  Mississippi,  on  the 
Arkansas  ; pay  them  for  their  improve- 
ments where  they  now  live  120  horses, 
not  exceeding  forty  dollars  in  value  e tch; 
furnish  perogues  for  transportation,  pro- 
visions for  their  journey,  permit  them'to 
occupy  for  three  years  hereafter  their 
farms  on  White  river,  and  to  pay  them 
a perpetual  annuity  of  4000  dollars, 
which,  together  with  annuities  now  ex- 
isting, are  payable  in  specie — Also  to 
furnish  them  with  a blacksmith  when 
they  settle  west  ofthe  Mississippi.  They 
reserve  two  and  a half  sections  of  laud 
at  First  creek,  above  Old  Fort,  and  are 
to  receive  13,320  dollars  for  the  liquida- 
tion ol  debts  owed  by  them  to  traders,  See. 

The  Miamies  cede  their  interest  to 
the  country  east  of  the  Wabash,  south 
of  a line  from  Fort  Wayne  west  of  the 
Wabash  ; reserving  one  tract  of  3a  miles 
square  on  the  Wabash,  besides  a great 
many  others  of  less  magnitude.  The 
United  States  to  pay  them  15  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  perpetually,  in  spe- 
cie.

VINDICATION  OF  THE  UNITED 
STATES  'BAN  K. 

FROM  THE  FRAWKLlV  (JAEF.TTE. 

No.  Ill,  AND  LAST. 

But  the  effects  of  the  existing  policy 
may  not  be  unworthy  of  consideration 
H ow  is  it?  Will  the  results  of  the  cash- 
ier’s circular,  and  the  refusal  of  the  bank 
and  its  branches  to  grant  bills  ofexchange 
at  par,  be  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of 
the  community,  to  a greater  extent  than 
was  felt — 

First — Under  the  state  of  things  which 
existed  prior  to  the  creation  of  the  Unit- 
ed States’  Bank  ? and, 

Second — During  the  policy  of  that 
bank  immediately  preceding  that  which 
now  exists  ? 

This  may  be  determined  from  the  fol- 
lowing view  of  the  subject. 

That  consequences, such  as  are  inher- 
ent in  a state  of  things  involving  an  ob- 
structed currency,  must  be  experienced, 
cannot  he  doubted ; and  it  is  equally  plain 
that  such  an  obstruction  invo  ves  both 
trouble  and  cxpence.  But  both  these  in- 
conveniences were  endured  to  a most 
oppressive  extent  before  the  United 
States’  Bank  came  into  being.  If  my 
memory  serves  m -,  as  much  as  twenty 
percent  was  demanded  by  the  brokers, 
between  Washington  and  Boston— per- 
haps it  was  more.  In  addition,  an  ove.t 
proportion  of  trouble  was  exacted,  under 
the  chaining  and  grinding  policy  which 
then  prevailed.  Now,  until  the  United 
States’ Bank  shall  keep  pace  with  the 
cormorant  appetite  of  the  brokers  or 
Ibr.-.i  a league  with  them— or,  in  other 
words,  if  the  United  States  bank  shall  re- 
gulate this  cxcl  angc,  so  as  to  make  it 
embrace  no  more  than  an  equivalent  for 
tin  ' ost  and  expcnce  of  specie  invest- 
ments, .between  those  and  other  places, 
it  must  follow,  that  the  creation  of  that 
bank  is  promotive  of  consequences  fa- 
vorable to  the  interests  of  the  communi- 
ty. And  all  that  part  of  the  exchange 
system,  in  which  trouble  and  vexation 
are  concerned  in  having  to  do  with  bro- 
kers, and  their  uncertain  exactions,  must 
reduce  itself  to  so  much  as  is  em  ployed 
in  walking  and  riding  to  the  United 
States’  Bank,  or  its  bran<-hcs ; or  trans- 
mitting the  amount  necessary  to  be  ex- 
changed by  post — when  a return  will  be 
given  at  par  of  exchange,  bottomed  on 
the  specie  value. 

I infer,  therefore  (the  exchange  be- 
tween Washington  and  Boston  being 
now  2 per  cent,)  that  the  United  States 
batik,  if  it  have  not  performed  what  the 
■uitthinkingpart  of  our  community  sun- 
posed  it  would  ; and  wnich,  I think,  it 
has  been  shewn  it  could  not  perform,  nor 
Was  it  bound  to  perform — it  has  brought 
about  a system  of  regularity  in  relation 
.Jo  exchange, (and  exchange  must  neccs- 
5\  rily  exist)  and  of  fairness,  which  never 
con 'd  have  been  brought  al>out(or  would 
not  h ire  been)  by  any  other  means.  And 
to  t'ie  regularity  and  fairness  of  the  sys- 
tem may  be  added  the  advantage  which 
the  difference  between  2o  per  cent  and 
3 per  cent  implies. 

Second— But  whether  is  the  existing 
policy,  or  the  policy  which  preceded  it, 
best  ? 

To  is  can  be  known  only  by  an  exami- 
nation of  both,  which  I shall  attemnt 
only  in  a cursory  way.  But  enough  will 
be  advanced,  perhaps,  to  satisfy  those 
who  are  disposed  to  give  the  representa- 
tion its  proper  weight,  which  is  prefer- 
able, 

It  is  well  known  that  the  policy  of  the 
United  States’  Bank,  soon  after  its  or- 


without  remedy,  until  the  state  banks 
get  out  of  debt  to  the  United  Slates 
Bank  and  its  branches. 

Now  if  my  opinion  were  called  for  on 
the  propriety  of  the  aforesaid  policy, 
however  much  I deprecate  its  effect,  1 
should  be  compelled  to  attribute  the  e- 
vils  which  the  community  have,  and  must 
for  some  time  continue  to  endure,  to  the 
undue  multiplication  of  state  banks,  and 
the  consequent  amount  of  paper  with 
which  the  United  States  has  been  over- 
run, than  to  any  exception  against  the 
policy  oftne  United  States’  Bank.  It  is 
nevertheless  true  that  many  old  and  sol- 
vent and  valuable  banks,  are  made  to 
suffer  under  the  twofold  state  of  things, 
viz.  the  multiplication  of  state  banks, and 
the  policy  of  the  United  States  Bank, 
without  having  contributed  one  mite  td 
the  procurement  of  cither  cause  or  ef- 
fect of  what  they  now  endure. 

But  to  resume  the  subject  in  hand. — 
Will  the  existing  policy  afford  any  relief 
to  the  consequences  produced  by  the 
preceding  policy  ? I think  it  will,  but 
it  will  be  only  partial.  Before,  as  has 
be  n stated,  the  paper  of  the  state  banks* 
was  driven,  on  account  of  the  extra-ac-! 
ccptablcness  of  the  United  States’  Bank] 
issues;  and  its  extra-acceptableness  may 
be  put  down  to  its  being  receivable  at 
ail  the  branches,  witlio'.  t being  confined 
to  those  at  which  it  was  made  payable. | 
Now,  by  the  circular  of  the  cas  ,ier,  this 
state  of  things  is  altered.  It  has  ceased 
to  be  an  object  with  a man  having  ten 
thousand  dollars  in  pocket,  five  of  a state 
hank,  and  five  of  the  United  States’  Bank, 
to  go  to  a neighboring  branch,  and  de- 
posit, or  exchange  the  state  bank  paper 
for  the  paper  of  the  United  States’  bank ; 
and  hence  the  accumulation  of  the  pa- 
per of  state  banks  in  the  vaults  of  the  U- 
nited  States’  Bank  and  its  branches,  will 
be  less  direct.  And  thus  an  indirect 
blow  has  been  given  to  the  paper  of 
state  banks,  which  must  drive  it  into 
circulation.  The  effects  of  this  will  be, 
to  keep  the  debts  of  state  banks  from  ac- 
cumulating ; to  lessen  the  interest  ac- 

ounts,  and  make  it  less  necessary  (so 
far  as  future  operations  are  concerned) 
for  the  state  banks  to  press  their  debt- 
ors. Thus  has  a turn  been  given,  which 
must,  in  some  degree,  relax  the  screw 
which  had  been  wound  down  so  tight  and 
seven  upon  the  people. 

The  only  change  therefore,  which 
items  likely  to  result  front  the  present 
policy,  must  come  from  that  act  of  the 
United  States  Bank,  as  expressed  in  the 
c.rcular  of  the  cashier,  which  places! 
i,,eir  o.\n  paper  upon  a precise  level J 
with  all  the  state  bank  paper,  (known  to  I 
bo  good)  whereas,  before,  their  paper 
was  from  its  being  so  universally  receiv- 
ed, above  the  rest. 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  people, 
.(by  the  people,  here,  is  meant  all  ex- 
cept merchants)  arc  better  off.  They 
ail  have  a currency  adequate  to  their 
wants,  and  which  they  can  circulate  in 
their  respective  districts,  at  par,  and 
they  are  certainly  bettered  as  consumers, 
by  the  United  States’  Bank,  because  the 
exchange  (which  the  merchant  of  course 
puts  on  his  sales  of  sugar  and  tea,  and 
muslins  and  clotii,  See.)  in  their  favor,  is’ 
the  difference  between  the  present  par; 
of  ex  itemge,  and  the  par  of  exchange 
whicn  existed  before  the  bank  was  made,  j 
And  in  addition  to  this  they  are  bettered,; 
by  the  prospect  of  state  banks  being  able 
to  get  their  paper  into  circulation,  which, 
in  time,  will  enable  them  to  be  more  ac- 
commodating in  their  loans. 

As  to  the  merchants,  they  take  care' 
never  to  be  losers — For  whether  t.iey 
give  two  per  cent  or  twenty  per  cent  as 
a par  of  exchange,  they  tack  it  to  the 
end  of  their  profits.  So  that  tne  only 
way  in  Wnich  t.iey  are  concerned  is  in 
tuc  trouble  and  vexation  of  the  chaffer-! 
ing  with  brokers, and  the  Unite;.  S ates’j 
Bank  sysU  >n  will  relieve  them  from  that.' 

Upon  the  whole,  therefore,  the  s-#taj 
of  things  appears  to  be  mended — and  if 
so,  there  is  nss  occasion  of  excitement, 
against  the  Bank,  than  some  people  ap-i 
pear  to  be  aware  of. 

F’ur  myself  1 have  been  led  to  make' 
these  hasty  remarks  from  a sense  of  jus 
tice  to  all  concerned.

With  regard  to  the  other  ground  of  com- 
plaint, the  exe  uition  of  Messrs.  Vrhuthnot 
and  Ambristie,  we  do  not  think  fiat  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case  are  yet  sufficiently 
known  to  warrant  the  forming  of  any  positive 
opinion  respecting  it.

It  is  im- 
possible to  imagine  that  thirteen  or  four- 
teen officers,  many  of  them  of  high  rank, 
would  voluntarily  expose  themselves  to  the 
risk  of  being  disgraced,  or  that  they  would, 
basely  conspire  together,  to  deprive  two  ob-j 
scure  individuals  of  their  life.

Nothing  seems  more  unaccountable  than 
the  s l ong  inclination  manifested,  in  various 
quarters,  to  involve  this  countr  in  a war  with 
America.  If  experience  could  teach  us  wis- 
dom, »e  might  now  we  sho  d 1 think,  he  pret- 
ty generally  aware  of  the  ruinous  nature  of 
such  contests.  Americans  of  all  other  nations, 
t ie  one  wiuxe  friends  up  ought  t->  be  most 
assiduously  cultivated,  an  I whose  enmity  is

American  demand — a demand  amounting  to. 
i"2  or  14  millions  per  annum — would  not  be 
experienced  ? Are  we  prepared  to  give  a 
fresh  stimulus  to  the  erection  of  cotton  and] 
woollen  factories  in  the  United  Suites  ? AVe 
should  think  not.  And  we  apprehend  that 
when  the  people  of  Britain  have  reflected  on 
this  one  circumstance  of  an  American  war,  they 
w ill  pause  a little  before  they  engage  in  it.  | 
But  it  is  not  for  these  reasons  alone,  that  a 
contest  with  America  ought,  if  possible,  tobe 
avoided.  The  enormous  expense  that  must 
attend  the  carrying  on  of  hostile  operations  at 
so  great  a distance  from  home,  would,  in  any 
circumstances,  but  especially  at  present,  when 
our  revenue  is  altogether  inadequate  to  defray 
the  charges  of  our  peace  establishment,  de- 
serve die  most  serious  consideration.  Unless 
the  people  ofthis  country  are  longing  for  the 
restoration  of  the  income  tax,  they  w ill  care- 
fully abstain  from  entering  into  a war  with 
America.  They  may  rest  assured,  that  the  one 
will  infallibly  lead  to  the  other ; and  they  had 
better  not  be  over  sanguine  in  their  expecta- 
tions of  getting  quit  of  that  oppressive  burden 
after  the  contest  shall  have  been  put  an  end  to. 

A war  with  the  I niled  States,  it  should  afi 
ways  be  recollected,  is  a war  in  which  we  nave 
ever;  thing  to  lose,  and  nothing  to  gain.

The  me- 
rican  citizens  are  alt  soldiers,  accustomed  from 
their  infancy  to  the  use  of  fire-arms  and  are 
known  io  he  the  best  marksmen  in  t ie  world 
Although,  therefore,  the  disciplined  armies  of 
Europe  might  triumph  over  such  opponents 
in  a general  engagement,  they  are  su  e to  be 
cut  off  in  detail  l'he  circums,  ice  of  the 
country  being  overrun  with  woods,  and  the 
many  oilier  natural  capabilities  of  defence 
which  it  possesses,  would  enable  a much  less 
numerous  and  worse  trained  militia  than  tha' 
of  the  United  tates,  successful!',  todefen.it 
against  the  most  powerful  forei  n invasion 
Nothing,  therefore,  but  disaster  and  dis- 
grace can  rationally  be  expected  from  a war 
with  America.  But,  even  if  our  efforts  were 
to  be  crowned  with  success,  it  would  be  con- 
sidered us  little  more  than  triumph  over  our- 
selves. What  is  advantageous  for  the  people 
of  America,  must,  as  we  have  already  shown, 
redound  more  or  less  to  the  advantage  of  tliis 
country.

It  is  impossible  for  us 
to  raise  raw  produce  at  so  cheap  a rate  as  the 
Americans;  while  on  the  other  hand,  ourcom- 
mand  of  capital, the  excellence  of  our  machine- 
ry, the  skill  of  our  workmen  and  chear,. 
ness  with  which  supplies  of  coal  are  ro- 
cured,  naturally  give  us  a decided  ad.va  1- 
tage  over  them  in  the  arts  of  ii.aiuifactu- 
ring.  AVliile,  therefore,  an  unrestricted  in- 
tercourse is  allowed  to  he  carried  on  between 
the  two  countries,  it  will  daily  become  more 
reciprocally  advantageous  and  mr  ,-c  indispen- 
sably ncc<  ssary  to  each  other.  And  hence  the 
interests  of  America  arc  the  s ui.c  with  ourin- 
terests.  Whatever  increases  her  strength, 
and  euabl  s her  to  develop  j her  gigan-  ,c  pow-  ] 
ers,  and  to  accelerate  tire  march  ofciviliz  ition 
and  refinement  over  the  deserts  by  which 
she  is  encompassed,  must,  in  the  end,  contri- 
bute to  the  advantage  of  tliis  country.  It  is 
an  accurate  and  profound  remark  of  the 
Frenchman  Garner,  that  the  progress  of  civil- 
ization  in  liussia,  an  I the  rapid  improvement 
of  that  empire,  have  contributed  in  a vev 
considerable  degree  to  increase  the  power  of  j 
England.  But  what  are  the  benefits  we  have  ( 
derived  from  tfi.e  improvement  ofKussia,  com- 
pared with  those  we  have  derived  from  our  in- 
tercourse witli  America  ? Tne  United  States 
is  now  become  the  most  important  market  for 
tne  disposal  of  the  staple  manufactures  of  this 
country.  It  is  a murket  which  is  daily  an.l 
hourly  increasing,  and  which,  if  not  violently  . 
inteatered  with,  will  continue  to  increase  for 
centuries  to  come. 

What  then  could  be  more  unwise  limn  rash- 
ly to  embark  tliis  country  in  a contest  with 
North  America?  Are  our  manufacturers  n a

OF  PRUSSIA. 

Ectract  of  a l ater  from  a gentleman  in  Etbing , 
in  Prussia,  to  his  friend  in  IVinchester,  Virgi- 
nia, dated  2Jth  July,  1818. 

“ On  me  3.>th  instant  we  expect  the 
king  here,  on  his  return  from  Russia  to 
Beilin,  from  whence  he  will  proceed  to 
Achcn.  The  military  system,  which  is 
at  present  gradually  introducing  into  this 
countrv,  will  show  you  that  Prussia  can 
bring  into  the  field,  at  a short  notice,  a 
well  disciplined  army.  Every  man  under 
32  years  is  subject  to  these  laws,  and  must 
hear  arms  on  the  following  conditions  : 
I'iist,  those  who  are  wealthy  enough  to 
equip  and  maintain  themselves  for  a 
twelvemonth,  may  enter  at  their  1 7th  or 
i9th  year  into  the  regiments  of  the  line 
lor  that  period  ; but  those  who  cannot 
allord  these  expenses  must  join  the  army 
at  20,  and  serve  three  years:  Secondly 
from  the  age  of  25  to  32  years,  all  per’ 
sons  are  subject  to  the  iandwehr  (miii- 
"a0.  T!lc  duty,  of  these  latter  troops

Tn  an  article  tinder  the  head  of  Madrid, 
the  3lst  July,  xve  find  the  following  re- 
marks in  relation  to  the  affairs  between 
the  Spanish  court  and  the  United  States:

THE  FLORIDAS. 

The  fact  is  not  perhaps  generally 
known,  that  the  cession,  by  this  country, 
of  the  two  Floridas  to  Spain,  in  1783, 
was  made  as  a substitute  for  Gibraltar, 
the  restitution  of  which  we  had  before 
formally  promised.  Mr.  De  Savelinge, 
in  his  Introduction  to  the  History  of  the 
American  War,  gives  the  following  cu- 
rious account  of  this  transaction,  which 
he  affirms  lie  received  from  the  hands  of 
the  person  himself  who  negotiated  the 
peace  of  1783,  M.  Gerard  de  Rayncvali. 

The  king  of  Spain,  Charles  III,  de- 
manded peremptorily  the  restitution  of 
Gibraltar.  In  order  to  obtain  it  he  of- 
fered to  France  to  cede  to  her  the  Span- 
ish half  of  the  Island  of  St.  Domingo,  on 
condition  that  she  would  charge  herself 
avith  furnishing  England  with  an  equiva- 
lent for  Gibraltar.  After  many  long  and 
sharp  discussions,  M.  de  Raytieval,  who 
had  proceeded  to  London,  brought  the 
British  minister  to  admit  the  restitution 
of  Gibraltar,  as  the  basis  of  arrangement, 
and  the  only  question  now  related  to  the 
determination  of  a proper  equivalent. 

During  the  discussion  of  this  point, 
however,  a political  remorse  struck  the 
British  Premier,  lord  Shelburne.  In  a 
familiar  conversation  with  M.  de  Rayne- 
val,  he  gave  him  to  understand,  by  a ve- 
ry expressive  gesture,  that  were  he  to 
consent  to  the  ceding  of  Gibraltar  to 
Spain,  he  would  expose  himself  to  the 
risk  of  losing  his  liead  on  the  scaffold. 

By  a singular  coincidence,  M.  de  Ver- 
gennes  (the  French  minister)  was  tor- 
mented with  fears  much  of  the  same 
kind.  He  had  promised  Martinique  as 
one  of  the  indemnities,  without  thinking 
how  much  the  national  pride  would  be 
wounded  at  seeing  an  ancient  possession 
of  France  delivered  over  to  its  enemy  for 
the  sake  of  pleasing  the  Spanish  govern- 
ment. 

M.  de  Rayncval  concealed  this  change 
of  opinion  from  the  English  minister,  and 
continued,  notwithstanding,  to  insist  as 
much  as  ever  on  the  fulfilment  of  his 
word.  It  was  then  that  the  cabinet  of 
St.  James  (not  aware  that  Spain  had  no 
longer  the  equivalent  of  Martinique  to 
offer  them)  first  offered  one  of  the  Flo-  ■ 
ridas,  and  then  both  ol  them.  This  pro- 
position was  immediately  transmitted  to 
Versailles.  The  count  Aranda,  ambas- 
sador from  Spain,  and  furnished  with  full 
powers,  was  called  there  to  receive  a 
communication  of  this  despatch.  After 
a few  moments  of  profound  meditation, 
he  declared  officially,  that  he  renounced, 
in  the  name  of  his  sovereign,  his  demand 
of  Gibraltar,  and  accepted  of  the  two 
Floridas. — “ I knowdo  what  I expose  my- 
self,” said  he,  upon  signing  ; “ but  I 
know  your  embarrassments  and  ours.” 
He  was  disgraced. 

Speaking  of  the  reported  speculation 
in  Floridian  lands,  the  Richmond  En- 
quirer states  the  following  as  information 
which  the  editor  of  that  paper  has  re- 
Ctlvcil  on  t heou  b j c e t : 

“That  the  house  of  Forbes  Sc  Co.  (a  Scotch 
house  that  has  an  establishment  in  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico)  having  considerable  dealings  with  the 
Florida  Indians,  and  brought  them  in  debt  bv 
furnishing  supplies  of  goods,  was  anxious  to  re-j 
imburse  itself  by  taking  from  them  cessions  of 
their  lands.  The  Indians  were  willing  to  trans- 
fer to  it  very  valuable  lands,  some  of  them 
near  to  Pensacola.  J5ut  the  house  bei  ng  fearf ill 
of  the  validity  of  any  cession  which  had  not  the 
sanction  of  the  court  of  Madrid,  applied  to  that 
court  for  the  ratification  of  its  title,  and  suc- 
ceeded. The  house  was  now  anxious  to  sell 
out  the  fruits  of  i's  speculation,  it  has  accord- 
ingly made  some  sales:  but  a portion  of  the  I 
lands  yet  remains  in  its  possession — these  it  is  I 
attempting  to  dispose  of  to  southern  purchas- 
ers. A cession  of  Florida  to  the  United  States, 
having  respect  to  this  cession,  would  have  the 
effect  of  raising  the  value  of  the  lands,  and,  of 
course,  making  the  side  more  rapid  as  well  as 
productive.  Hence,  it  has  been  intimated, 
those  frequent  reports  of  an  actual  cession  of 
the  Floridas,  which  have  for  some  months  past 
been  borne  to  iis  on  the  southern  gales.  Whe- 
ther the  rumor  lately  received  at  New-York 
has  any  better  foundation  tlian  its  predeces- 
sors, or  whether  it  is  the  trick  of  this  same 
mercantile  speculation,  “ this  deponent  saith 
not.”

Copy  of  a letter  from  lieutenant  colonel  Arbuckle, 

commanding  at  Fort  Gadsden , to  the  Agent 

for  Indian  Affairs , dated  31sf  Aug.  1818. 

“ Sin — Within  a few  days,  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty-eight  of  the  hostile  In- 
dians from  near  Suwannee,  surrendered 
themselves  at  this  post:  these,  with  others 
who  have  surrendered  of  late,  in  all  about 
three  hundred,  I have  ordered  into  the 
nation,  and  to  report  to  you.  They  are 
in  a most  wretched  condition,  and  will 
be  at  Fort  Gaines  about  the  16th  next 
month.  I shall  make  provision  for  them 
until  the  first  of  October- or  until  I hear 
from  you,  or  some  arrangement  is  made 
for  them,  provided  that  may  be  soon.  The 
Indians  who  lately  surrendered  brought 
with  them  29  negroes,  men,  women  and 
children.  Eighteen  of  them  appear  to 
belong  to  different  persons  in  the  Flori-I 
das,  and  1 1 are  claimed  by  Indians.”

I will  never  cease  to  entertain  a grateful  re- 
collection of  the  confidence  reposed  in  me, 
and  this  perhaps  is  the  only  proof  1 can  ever 
give  of  Having  at  all  deserved  it.

EXTRACT  TO  THE  EDITOR,  DATED 
“ Washington  City,  Od.  19. 

<!  You  will  have  heard  of  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mr.  Crowningshield,  Secretary  of 
the  Navy,  before  this  shall  reach  you. 
His  successor  is  not  yet  named.  Seve- 
ral arc  spoken  of,  among  whom  are  Sny- 
der, Roberts  and  Ingham  of  Pennsylva- 
nia; and  of  New-York,  Van  Ness  and 
Golden.  The  general  opinion  appears  to 
be,  that  Cadwalader  Colden,  who  is  now 
mayor  of  the  city  of  New-York,  will  be 
the  person  ; but  as  the  sentiment  of  the 
President  is  not  known  upon  the  subject, 
all  at  present  is  wild  conjecture. 

“ Seth  Pease,  second  assistant  post- 
master general,  has  resigned,  and  Phi- 
neas  Bradley  appointed  to  succeed  him. 
Andrew  Coyle  succeeds  Dr.  Bradley  as 
chief  clerk  in  the  general  post  office  de- 
partment. 

The  long  quarrel  between  commodore 
Perry,  and  captain  Heath,  late  of  the 
marine  corps,  has  issued  in  a challenge 
on  the  part  of  Heath,  and  an  acceptance 
on  the  part  of  Perry.  Commodore  De- 
catur is  the  second  of  Perry,  and  captain 
Desha,  of  the  marines,  the  second  of 
Heath.  The  meeting  was  to  take  place 
in  the  state  of  Delaware,  on  Saturday  ; 
and  much  anxiety  is  manifested  as  to  the 
result.  It  was  expected  that  the  mail 
this  day  would  have  brought  the  tidings; 
but  I cannot  learn  that  any  thing  has  yet 
been  heard.  It  is  strongly  hoped  by 
some,  that  the  civil  authority  will  have 
interfered  to  prevent  the  effusion  of 
blood.  The  glory  which  Perry  acquired 
upon  the  lake,  interests  every  person  in 
his  welfare ; and  the  indignity  which 
Heath  suffered  from  him,  while  under 
his  command,  seems  to  have  as  strong  an 
interest  in  his  favor.  That  the  fame  of 
Perry  should  be  tarnished  by  an  act  of 
superciliousness  towards  an  officer  un- 
der bis  command,  is  deeply  to  be  regret- 
ted. Captain  Heath  is  said  to  have  re- 
signed his  commission,  solely  for  the  pur- 
pose of  being  placed  in  a situation  to  chal- 
lenge him  ; but  it  is  also  to  be  regret- 
ted, that  through  the  mediation  of  some 
friendly  officers,  the  business  could  not 
have  been  accommodated  upon  amicable 
terms.”

LEXINGTON. 

Since  my  arrival  in  Kentucky,  I have 
frequently  heard  it  remarked  that  Lex- 
ington is  at  its  zenith.  Even  some  citi- 
zens, who  are  holders  of  property,  suffer 
their  spirits  to  droop,  because  of  the  dul- 
ness  of  the  times.  In  all  countries,  there 
are  periods  in  commercial  history,  re 
corded  as  being  less  lively  and  brisk  than 
at  oilier  times.  The  relation  of  our 
government  with  foreign  nations  may 
often  be  considered  the  criterion  by 
which  trade,  in  different  quarters  of  the 
union,  is  regulated.  Vigorous  enter- 
prise in  business,  and  public  spirit  with 
regard  to  local  improvements,  may  ex- 
ist in  a high  degree  one  year ; and,  on 
account  of  peculiar  circumstances,  die 
away,  into  apathy  itself,  the  next. 

During  one  stage  of  the  late  war,  (say 
1814)  there  did  prevail  in  Lexington  a ve- 
ry great  speculating  fever.  Property  was 
over-rated.  Perhaps  some  individuals 
may  have  sustained  an  injury  in  purchas- 
ing real  estate,  at  that  peiiod,  by  giving 
double  prices.

Fayette  contains,  in  my  estimation,  a 
larger  portion  of  first  rate  land  than  any 
county  in  the  United  States,  according  to 
its  size.  I have  been  in  every  direction 
from  Lexington.  Every  farmer  seems 
to  be  well  fixed.  I Iis  domicil  is  a rural 
palace.  Should  Kentucky  ever  become 
a manufacturing  state,  and  government 
once  encouraged  the  idea,  Lexington 
will  continue  to  be  the  the  greatest  in- 
land town  in  America.  It  will  be  a se- 
cond Manchester. 

The  public  institutions  of  this  place- 
are  by  no  means  contemptible.  The 
new  building  for  the  Transylvania  Uni- 
versity is  certainly  the  most  splendid  in 
the  western  country.  The  learned  and 
eloquent  Dr.  Holly  is  momently  ex- 
pected here,  when  he  will  take  charge 
of  the  University,  and  give  to  it  a cha- 
racter which  it  never  has  yet  possessed. 
There  is  also  an  extensive  Public  Libra- 
ry— a handsome  Athenaeum — and  Mr. 
Jouitt’s  Painting  Room  exhibits  an  ele- 
gant specimen  of  genius  and  taste.

Although 
the  whole  of  the  land  still  belongs  to  tin 
j Indian  nation,  there  are  a court-house 
land  jail,  as  well  as  a variety  of  privat' 
buildings  erected  for  the  purposes  ui. 
public  justice  and  of  domestic  comfort 
and  it  is  with  regret  it  is  stated,  that  thr 


jail  was  crowded  with  criminals, some  of 
whose  cases  were  of  a highly  interesting 
nature.  An  Indian,  for  one,  had  been 
indicted  for  the  murder  of  a white  man  ; 
and  six  or  eight  white  men  hadbeen  in- 
dicted for  having  (as  the  reader  may  re- 
member to  have  seen  it  stated  some  time 
ago)  murdered  several  Indian  prisoners 
who  were  shot  and  killed  when  bound, 
and  passing  under  the  protection  of  a 
guard  from  Fort  Claiborne  to  For;  Mont- 
gomery. This  is  a crime,  if  established, 
calling  for  ail  the  energy  of  the  law.  A 
disposition  is  said  to  prevail  among  the 
people,  favorable  to  the  repression  of 
such  outrages,  and  for  the  prosecution 
of  every  species  of  offence  against  the 
laws  and  against  the  public  peace.  These 
are  objects  which  we  had  rather  see  ef- 
fected by  civil  than  by  military  law. 

A letter  received  in  this  city  from  a 
gentleman  living  at  Alexandria,  at  the 
falls  of  Red  river,  in  Louisiana,  under 
date  of  10th  September,  gives  a flatter- 
ing view  of  the  rapidly  improving  state 
ot  that  country.  » Lands  and  town  lots,’ 
the  writer  says,  < have  risen  beyond  all 
‘ expectation.  We  have  now  at  Alexan- 
‘ dria  twenty  mercantile  establishments, 
‘whose  imports  may  he  estimated  at 
‘ from  250  to  300,000  dollars  per  annum. 
‘ '1  he  crops  of  this  parish  will  this  year 
‘ amount  to  about  400,000  dollars,  at  the 
* present  price  of  cotton  : they  are  now

Banks. — That  there  shall  be  no  other  banks 
or  monied  institutions  in  this  state  but  those 
already  provided  by  law,  except  a state  bank 
and  its  branches,  which  may  be  e<  ablished  and 
regulated  by  the  general  assembly  of  the  state 
as  they  may  think  proper. — {Enquirer.

The  space  and  united  conveniences  which 
these  houses  afford,  have  enabled  the  Trustee*

,‘br  the  accommodation  of  the  students,  at  the 
'beginning  of  'lie  next  session  One  hundred 
students  may  be  thus  provided  with  board  amt 
lodging  within  the  walls  ofthe  Universitv,  and 
excellent  board  and  lodging  may  he  procured 
in  the  ton  n,  in  private  families,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Fatuity,  for  any  greater  number  of  the 
students  that  may  apply  for  admission  in  the 
University.  1 be  Refectory  and  lodging  voom* 
will  be  under  the  immediate  direction  of  a 
Steward,  and  w ill  be  governed  by  such  rules 
as  shall  have  been  adopted  by  the  Trustees  and 
the  Faculty,  to  ensure  good  discipline,  regu- 
larity, and  the  maintainance  of  order.  The  ob- 
ject of  pecuniary  advantage  to  the  University 
not  having  entered  Into  the  views  ofthe  Trus- 
tees, but  the  Refectory  being  established  sole- 
ly for  the  accommodation  of  students,  the  ex- 
penses to  which  it  may  give  rise  will  he  justly' 
apportioned  among  them,  and  such  of  the  pro. 
fessors  and  tutors  as  may  reside  with  them. 
The  students  are  to  furnish  their  own  lodging-' 
rooms,  conformably  to  the  practice  at  othep 
colleges,  and,  where  two  or  more  occupy  the 
same  room,  the  expense  of  furniture  will  be 
equally  div  ided  between  them. 

The  high  reputation  of  the  President  and  of 
the  professors  and  instructors,  whom  theTrus- 
tees  have  engaged  and  have  made  arrange- 
ments to  engage,  they  are  persuaded,  entitles 
the  Faculty  to  the  greatest  confidence.  The 
v.  ants  and  the  wishesofthe  community'  require, 
that  this  University  shall  be  placed  in.  a comli. 
tion  to  afford  as  good  education  as  is  given  at 
other  colleges  in  the  United  States  ; and  thus 
to  enable  parents  and  guardians  to  avoid  the 
heavy  expense,  and  the  long  and  distant  sepa« 
ration  from  their  children  and  wards,  incident 
to  remote  institutions.

small  but  choice  collection  of  books  which  now 
constitutes  the  Library,  as  well  as  to  supply 
any  further  means,  suggested  by  experience 
of  improving  and  expanding  the  useful  capacii 
ties  ofthe  institution.  1 

The  sy  stem  of  study  and  instruction  which 
the  l rust ccs  have  adopted,  has  been  form  <1 
af  ter  the  best  models  in  the  United  States,  and 
with  the  \ iew  to  the  substitu.  ion  of  a solid,  use- 
tul  and  comprehensive  scheme  of  education,  to 
that  superficial  plan  which  is  too  often  follow- 
ed. Accordingly,  the  students  are  divided  into 
four  classes,  comprising  a total  period  of  four 
years  study,  and  assigning  one  year’s  continu. 
mice  in  each  ofthe  classes.  To  obtain  admis- 
sion into  the  first,  or  Freshman  class,  the  ap- 
plicant must  have  a good  knowledge  of  Latin 
and  Greek  grammar — of  Yirgil — the  select  ora- 
tions of  Cicero— Sallust— Greek  I estament— . 
Collectanea  Gnera  ifniora— Clark’s  or 
Introtluctioi  to  tbe  making  01  Latin— be  able 
to  translate  English  into  Latin— understand 
common  Arithmetic— have  studied  atitientand. 
modern  Geography— and  must  possess  a good 
moral  character.  But  any  student  who  is  found, 
on  examination  by  the  Faculty,  to  be  dull  qua- 
lified for  either  of  the  higher  claslcs.  will  ha 
allowed  to  enter  such-higher  class  by  paving, 
unless  he  comes  from  another  college",  (in 
which  case  the  requisition  will  not  be  made  J 
the  tuition  fees  of  the  pre  ions  class  or  classed 
For  the  accommodation  ofthose  who  may  not 
be  prepared  to  enter  either  of  the  clashes,  a 
Grammar  School,  under  the  immediate  direc- 
tum of  the  Professor  of  Languages,  is  and  will 
remain  attached  to  tlie  Universitv,  at  which 
all  the  branches  are  taught  which  are  r.ercssu- 
ry  to  prepare  the  student  to  enter  the  Fresh* 
man  class.  1 he  students  of  the  Grammar 
School  wilt  also  be.  as  others  arc,  allowed  the 
benefit  ofthe  ommons  Hall. 

As  there  may  be  pea-sons  who  have  no'* 
aim  may  not  be  able  to  acquire  a knowledge 
of  the  dead  languages,  but  who  may  nevertne- 
less  be  desirous  of  attending  the  lectures,  pro* 
vision  is  made  that  any  such  persons  mav  bei 
allowed  to  attend  them  accordingly,  as  irregu- 
lar students  ; but  they  cannot  obtain  the  testi- 
monials of  thorough  education,  which  are  . o:i- 
foircd  only  upon  those  who  have  passed 
through  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

The  Trustees  believe  they  mav  safely  state, 
that,  exclusive  ot  clothing  and  pocket  money, 
respecting  which  the  prudence  of  judicious 
parents  and  guardians  will  make  the  proper 
suggestions;  tlie  whole  expense  of  those  who 
live  ill  Commons  will  not  exceed  £175,  the  col. 
btgv  year.  It  will  he  somewhat  greater  to 
those  who  hoard  in  private  houses.  The  price 
in  tuition  in  the  classes  is  £40  per  annum,  and 
£50  in  the  Grammar  School.  Bond  and  sure- 
ty, resident  in  Lexington,  as  is  customary  in 
Other  colleges,  will  be  required  of  parents  ami 
guardians  for  the  regular  payment  of  college 
charges ; or,  at  their  option,  in  lieu  of  such 
bond  and  surety,  £ 50  in  advance  £ 50  on  tlie 
ru  st  day  ot  January,  and  £50  on  the  first  dav  of 
April,  may'  be  paid  for  those  students  who  live 
in  Commons, to  he  accounted  for  by  the  Univer- 
sity ; ai  d one  third  of  tlie  tuition  money  in  ad. 
vance,  one  third  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
and  the  remaining  third  on  the  first  of  \pril, 
for  those  students  who  board  out  of  the  Uni* 
versity. 

Lexington  is  situated  in  a high,  dry,  and  gent, 
ly  waving  plain,  extending  many  iniles  around 
it,  the  basis  of  which  is  a m..ss  of  limestone. 
It  is  distant  from  any  large  stream  of  water, 
and  there  are  no  local  causes  of  disease  in  or 
near  it.  The  country  round  about  it  is  one  of 
the  most  fertile  in  the  United  States,  furnishing 
cheaply,  in  great  abundance,  provisions  of  all 
kinds.  No  place  is  better  supplied  with  pure 
and  excellent  water.  It  is  perfectly  free  from 
any  cudeniictd  disease,  and  no  other  town  iit 
the  United  States  is  believed  to  exceed  it  ill 
healthfulness.  The  buildings  ofthe  University- 
are  erected  on  one  of  the  most  elevated  and 
eligible  positions  in  the  town. 

The  Trustees  cannot  conclude  this  notice, 
without  respectfully  expressing  an  anxious 
hope,  that  the  enlightened  public  will  contri* 
bute,  by  liberal  patronage,  »j  enable  the  I ran* 
sylvania  University  to  send  forth  accomplish, 
ed  young  men,  of  finished  and  compretiensivo 
education,  forming  useful  ornaments  of  so- 
ciety, amiable  and  intelligent  servants  of  tire 

I state.
